Critics grow louder as Democrats stump for Obamas plan 


LEBANON, PA. | Jeers and taunts drowned out 
Democrats calling for a health care overhaul 
at town halls Tuesday, and one lawmaker 
said a swastika was spray-painted at his 
office as debate turned to noisy confronta- 
tion over President Obama’s plan. The presi- 
dent himself was treated more respectfully 
during a forum in New Hampshire. 

The bitter sessions underscored the chal- 
lenge for the administration as it tries to win 
over an increasingly skeptical public on the 
costly and far-reaching task of revamping 
the nation’s health care system. Desper- 


ate to stop a hardening 
opposition, the White 
House created a Web site 
to dispel what it says are 
smears and House Demo- 
crats set up a health care 
“war room” out of Major- 
ity Leader Steny Hoyer’s 
office to help lawmakers 
answer questions. 

At a crowded community college in Penn- 
sylvania, Republican-turned-Democratic 
Sen. Arlen Specter heard from speaker after

speaker who accused him of trampling on 
their constitutional rights, adding to the 
federal deficit or allowing government 
bureaucrats to take over health care. 

“One day God will stand before you and 
judge you!” shouted a man before security 
guards approached and he left the room. 

The crowds’ passion illustrated the prob- 
lems for Democratic lawmakers around the 
country as they use the August recess to pro- 
mote Obama’s agenda. There’s not a single 
plan to promote, which Specter later said 
made his job harder, along with the complexity 
of the issue. And, Specter said, “The objectors

PORTSMOUTH, N.H. I Braced for 
a fight he never got, President 
Obama went on the offensive in 
support of his health care plan 
Tuesday, urging a town hall audi- 
ence not to listen to those who seek 
to “scare and mislead the Ameri- 
can people.” 

“For all the scare tactics out 
there, what is truly scary is if we 
do nothing,” Obama told a crowd 
of about 1,800 in a high school 
auditorium.

Eunice Shriver Dies at 88

JFK’s sister devoted 
her life to helping 
the mentally disabled 

B 0 S T 0 N I President John F. Kenne- 
dy’s sister Eunice Kennedy Shriver, 
who carried on the family’s public 
service tradition by founding the 
Special Olympics and champi- 
oning the welfare of the mentally 
disabled, died early Tuesday sur- 
rounded by relatives at a Hyannis 
hospital. She was 88. 

Shriver had suffered a series of 
strokes in recent years and died 
at Cape Cod Hospital, her family 
said in a statement. Her husband, 
her five children and all 19 of her 
grandchildren were by her side, 
the statement said. 

The hospital is near the Ken- 
nedy family compound, where 
her sole surviving brother, Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, has been bat- 
tling a brain tumor. 

“She understood deeply the les- 
son our mother and father taught 
us — much is expected of those to 
whom much has been given,” Sen. 
Kennedy said in a statement. 

As celebrity, social worker and 
activist, Shriver was credited with 


transforming America’s view of the 
mentally disabled. Her efforts were 
inspired in part by the struggles 
of her mentally disabled sister, 
Rosemary. 

When her brother was in the 
White House, Shriver pressed for 
efforts to help troubled young peo- 
ple and the mentally disabled. And 
in 1968, she started what would 


become the world’s largest athletic 
competition for mentally disabled 
children and adults. 

“She believed that people with 
intellectual disabilities could ... 
achieve more than anyone thought 
possible. This much she knew with 
unbridled faith and certainty,” her 
son Timothy Shriver said in a state- 
ment. MARK PRATT (AP)

Rechargeable electric 
car gets 230 mpg in 
city driving, GM says 

WARREN, MICH. I General Motors 
Corp. said Tuesday its Chevro- 
let Volt rechargeable electric car 
should get 230 mpg in city driv- 
ing, more than four times that of 
the current champion, the Toyo- 
ta Prius. 

The Volt is powered by an 
electric motor and a battery pack 
with a 40-mile range. After that, a 
small internal combustion engine 
kicks in to generate electricity for a 
total range of 300 miles. The bat- 
tery pack can be recharged from 
a standard home outlet. 

GM is pushing the 230 -mile 
figure after early tests using draft 
guidelines from the U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency for cal- 
culating the mileage of extended- 
range electric vehicles.

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Clinton Vows Aid for Congo 


$17M U.S. package 
will target country’s 
rampant sexual abuse 

GOMA, CONGO I Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton toured 
an African refugee camp Tuesday 
crowded with victims of violence 
and malnutrition, pledging $17 mil- 
lion in American aid to help stem 
the tide of rampant sexual abuse 
that has staggered war-ravaged 
eastern Congo. 

Clinton’s voice cracked with 
emotion as she described an epi- 
demic of rapes that has convulsed 
the Congo over 10 years of inter- 
necine conflict. “We say to the

world that those who attack civil- 
ian populations using systematic 
rape are guilty of crimes against 
humanity,” she said. 

Clinton toured Magunga Camp,

children. Most were uprooted from 
their villages by the on-again, off- 
again conflict between Democratic 
Republic of Congo troops and rebel 
forces that killed more than 5 mil- 
lion people since 1998. 

“We believe there should be 
no impunity for the sexual and 
gender-based violence commit- 
ted by so many — that there must 
be arrests and prosecutions and 
punishment,” she said. 

At least $10 million of the 
$17 million pledged by Clinton will 
be used to train doctors to treat vic- 
tims of brutal sexual attacks. Some 
of the funds will also be aimed at 
preventing abuse, matthew lee (a p)

Typhoon 

Survivors in Taiwan 
sent to safety; storms 
toll expected to rise 

CISHAN, TAIWAN I Military helicop- 
ters ferried stricken villagers to safe- 
ty Tuesday from remote Taiwanese 
communities hit by Typhoon Mor- 
akot that left at least 70 dead, but 
hundreds were still feared trapped 
by a torrent of mud and rock that 
buried their homes. 

Choppers hovered over affect- 
ed villages looking for signs of life. 
While rains were still falling, flood- 
waters receded Tuesday, and many 
of the aircraft were landing to send 
out squads of soldiers to look for 
survivors, photos released by the 
military showed. Special forces 
found more than 900 people who 
had fled three villages in the south, 
according to the military. 

One helicopter crashed into a 
mountain as it flew on a mission 
to rescue villagers from the island’s 
heavily wooded south, which was 
hit worst by the storm. Disaster 
official Chen Chung-hsien said it 
was unclear whether the two pilots 
and one technician survived.

Propaganda War Rages in Pakistan 


Governments, Taliban 
dispute the reported 
death of top militant 

ISLAMABAD I Finding and killing 
Pakistan’s most-wanted militant 
was a difficult task. Proving his 
death maybe even harder. 

Most indicators point to Baitul- 
lah Mehsud’s death in a CIA mis- 
sile strike last week, and the U.S. 
government says it’s “90 percent” 
sure of it. But the Pakistani and 
U.S. governments will have a tough 
time confirming the death because 
the Taliban control the South 


Waziristan region, a remote, moun- 
tainous tribal area where the drone- 
fired missile reportedly destroyed 
the home of Mehsud’s father-in-law. 
While officials 
initially talked of 
sending a team 
to collect DNA, 
that possibility 
now looks dim. 

In the absence 
of a body, the 
Taliban and Pak- 
istan have been waging competing 
propaganda campaigns over the 
state of the militants’ leadership. 

Pakistani officials and a rival 


militant commander at one point 
suggested that not only was Mehsud 
dead, but so were his two top depu- 
ties — supposedly slain in a shoot- 
out over succession. Both deputies 
later telephoned reporters. 

The best evidence of Mehsud’s 
demise may eventually come with 
the emergence of a new leader of his 
Tehrik- e-Taliban Pakistan. There 
have been reports of infighting 
about who will succeed Mehsud as 
leader. “I think the Taliban is try- 
ing to hide his killing, because right 
now there is a conflict going on for 
the new leader,” said political ana- 
lyst Mohammed Amir. (AP)

Employers say signs 
of turnaround don’t 
translate to more jobs 

WASHINGTON I U.S. employers 
who have cut jobs over the past 
year are in no hurry to start hir- 
ing again just because the reces- 
sion is tapering off. 

From a North Carolina machine 
maker to an Oregon heating-and- 
cooling company, small business 


owners say they need to see sev- 
eral months of rising sales before 
they start adding staff. 

Because labor is the biggest 
expense for most companies, that 
kind of caution is typical at the 
end of recessions. After the last 
one, in 2001, unemployment kept 
rising and didn’t peak until June 
2003 — 19 months into the eco- 
nomic recovery. 

This time around, some econo- 
mists say unemployment may not

return to healthy levels until 2013. 
Companies have been slashing 
workers’ hours, squeezing more 
work out of the employees who are 
left and relying on cheaper tempo- 
rary staffers to fill the gaps. 

In North Carolina, a compa- 
ny called Power Curbers, which 
makes barriers and curbs for sub- 
divisions, is finally breaking even 
after shedding 35 percent of its 
staff. The owner, Dyke Messinger, 
plans no more cuts. Yet he is wary 


of adding to the staff, which now 
numbers about 80. 

“When you look out and see 
that the country has stabilized, 
that gives you confidence that 
you can hold on to everybody that 
you’ve got,” he said. “But we will 
be very hesitant to hire until busi- 
ness turns up.” 

William Dunkelberg, chief 
economist for the National Fed- 
eration of Independent Business, 
said a survey of small businesses 
found only about 7 percent of them 
added to their work forces in the 
second quarter, and 24 percent

A train operator responsible for 
bringing a 10-car train from a 
rail yard to the Greenbelt Station 
tested positive for drugs after 
the incident last month and is on 
unpaid leave while in a drug reha- 


bilitation program, a Metro offi- 
cial said Tuesday. 

Metro’s active passenger trains 
are not supposed to be longer than 
eight cars, the maximum that sta- 
tion platforms can accommodate, 
said Steven Taubenkibel, a spokes- 
man for the transit agency.

S 0 C C E R I Almost everything seems 
to favor Mexico in Wednesday’s 
critical World Cup qualifier against 
the United States. 

The altitude of 7,400 feet 
always leaves visiting teams gasp- 
ing for air, particularly in the sec- 
ond half. Then there’s the 105,000- 
seat Estadio Azteca, a caldron of 
searing noise that makes it one of 
the world’s most intimidating ven- 
ues. Now add in Mexico’s domi- 
nating record against the U.S., 
the air pollution and the after- 
noon start. 

The U.S. national team has 
never won a game in Mexico dating 
from 1937. In 23 games, the U.S. 
has lost 22 and drawn one. 


Mexico also has all the pres- 
sure. El Tri is struggling to qualify 
for next year’s 32-team tourna- 
ment in South Africa, while the 
US. is comfortably placed. 

Despite all the disadvantag- 
es, this may be the best chance 
the United States has ever had to 
return home from Mexico with 
a victory.

The artists of the 
Suburban Home tour 
talk about striking a 
punk-folk balance 

M U S I C I At its core, punk rock is 
about young people exploding with 
countercultural rage through pri- 
mal rock ’n’ roll. But even though a 
house fire will die down after the 
accelerant bums off, it doesn’t mean 
such against-the-mainstream ide- 
als can’t act like an eternal flame 
about how to live your life. 

That DIY idealism is what fuels 
the Suburban Home Records Tour, 
featuring countiy-folk singer Austin 
Lucas, throaty roots rockers Two 
Cow Garage and acoustic trouba- 
dour Mike Hale (who’s still a mem- 
ber of the much louder band In the 
Red). All three acts have roots in 
the punk world, but all have found 
a way to mature as musicians with- 
out losing their core values.

For Lucas, the change had a lot 
to do with the health of his vocal 
cords. “I had been screaming in 
these bands for a long time, and 
I destroyed my voice,” he said. “I 
really wanted to sing again. The 
solution for that was to play quiet- 
er music. It was something I could 


do myself, and it was something I 
could work on every day.” 

His recently released fourth 
album, “Somebody Loves You,” 
evokes Bonnie Prince Billy and the 
ghost of Gram Parsons, but it isn’t 
the sound of a hardcore kid slum- 
ming in the country. Lucas is the 
son of Bob Lucas, a songwriter who 
is known for his association with 
bluegrass queen Allison Krauss, 
and he has recorded his son’s last 
two albums. “Considering what 
my dad does, I don’t think there 


was any other option that I was not 
going to be doing this,” Lucas said 
of his turn toward the twang. 

For Two Cow Garage’s Micah 
Schnabel, his evolution from teen- 
age punk to Replacements/Son 
Volt-like singer-songwriter is tinged 
with some melancholy on the song 
“Swingset Assassin” from the band’s 
new album, “III”: “I wrapped myself 
up in Black Flag/and flew it as my 
own ... but in the end punk rock just 
left me empty and alone.” 

“[That verse is about when] 


ideology gets ripped away from 
[punk],” Schnabel said. “It does 
energize you when you’re young, 
but when you try to hold onto it 
for too long — for me, it wasn’t 
holding up.” 

But good songs do, and the 
punk-as-folk Suburban Home 
tour is full of them. Christopher

A Legend 
Lives on 
And On 

Woodstock remains 
front and center in 
today’s popular films, 
books and dialogue 

FESTIVAL I Forty years after Richie 
Havens sang and strummed for a 
sea of people at Woodstock, he still 
is asked about it and he still gets 
requests to sing “Freedom.” 

He’s not surprised. 

“Everything in my life, and so 
many others’, is attached to that 
train,” Havens said. 

The young hippies who watched 
the sun come up with the Who in 
1969 are now eligible for earlybird 
specials. But Woodstock remains 
one of those events that continues 
to define the 1960s in the popular 
imagination. 

Consider the bumper crop of 
Woodstock nostalgia marking the 
40th anniversary. There’s a new 
director’s cut DVD of the concert 
movie, a remastered concert CD, 
director Ang Lee’s rock ’n’ roll 
comedy, “Taking Woodstock,” and 
a memoir by promoter Michael 
Lang. There are also performances 
scheduled by Woodstock veterans 


at the old site, now home to a ’60s 
museum and an outdoor concert 
pavilion. 

The Woodstock legend stems 
from the big names such as Jimi 
Hendrix and Janis Joplin who 
played at a show where everything 
went wrong but turned out right. 

The town of Woodstock didn’t 
want the concert, and promoters 
were bounced from another site 
at the eleventh hour. Lang settled 
on a hay field in Bethel owned by 
a kindly dairy farmer named Max 
Yasgur. The concert did come off 
Aug. 15-18, 1969, but barely. Fences

were tom down, and tickets became 
useless. More than 400,000 people 
converged on this rural corner 80 
miles northwest of New York City, 
freezing traffic for miles. Then the 
rains doused everything. 

It should have been a disaster. 
But Americans watching the eve- 
ning news that weekend saw smil- 
ing, dancing, muddy kids. By the 
time the concert movie came out 
months later, Woodstock was a 
symbol of the happy, hippie side 
of the ’60s spirit.
